stores loan-level data associated with each of a plurality of loans in a loan pool , the loan pool 
having a loan pool sample size : and 

one or more processors that ar e configured to e x e out ehaving a sample selection module 
that detects samples of high risk loans in the loan pool, the sample selection module including 

a first tool that aggregates the plurality of loans in the loan pool into a plurality of 

risk festtUs -result groups based on the loan-level data, and 

a second tool that selects an amount of th ea plurality of loans from each of the 

plurality of risk festrfts -result groups u p to a designated target loan sample siz e, the 

designated target loan sample size being less than the loan pool sample size . 

37. (Previously Presented): The system of claim 36, wherein the second tool displays a current 
loan sample size and the target loan sample size. 

38. (Previously Presented): The system of claim 36, wherein the first tool includes an automated 
underwriting tool that aggregates the loans based on one or more underwriting categories. 

39. (Previously Presented): The system of claim 38, wherein the underwriting categories include 
reject, conditional reject, prime, and sub-prime categories. 
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40. (Previously Presented): The system of claim 36, wherein the first tool includes an adverse 
selection query tool that aggregates the loans based on one or more loan parameters associated 
with a risk profile of the loan pool. 

41 . (Previously Presented): The system of claim 40, wherein the loan parameters include one or 
more numeric field values associated with the loans. 

42. (Previously Presented): The system of claim 41, wherein the numeric field values include 
current balance, loan-to-value, combined loan-to-value, debt-to-income ratio, and days 
delinquent. 

43. (Previously Presented): The system of claim 40, wherein the loan parameters include one or 
more text field values associated with the loans. 

44. (Previously Presented): The system of claim 43, wherein the text field values include 
property type, documentation type, origination channel, and product type. 

45. (Previously Presented): The system of claim 36, wherein the first tool includes a high risk 
reporting tool that aggregates the loans based on one or more high risk report categories. 

46. (Previously Presented): The system of claim 45, wherein the high risk report categories 
include fraud results, high risk locations, portfolio concentrations, borrower concentrations, and 
zip code concentrations. 

47. (Currently Amended): The system of claim 36, wherein the risk festrite -result groups include 
automated underwriting results, adverse selection query results, and high risk profile results. 
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48. (Currently Amended): The system of claim 36, wherein the second tool includes a loan 
selection tool that selects an amount of loans from each risk result group t o fill the target loan 
sample size. 

49. (Previously Presented): The system of claim 48, wherein the first tool randomly selects the 
loans. 

50. (Previously Presented): The system of claim 36, wherein the second tool randomly selects 
loans to fill the target loan sample size. 

5 1 . (Currently Amended): A computerized method, comprising the steps of: 

designating a target loan sample size; 

aggregating, via a processor, loans in a loan pool into a plurality of risk r e sults result 
groups based on loan-level data associated with each of one or more loans in the loan poo K the 
loan pool having a loan pool sample size : and 

selecting, via the processor, an amount o f a plurality of loans from each of the plurality of 
risk fesu44s -result groups u p to the designated target loan sample siz e, the designated target loan 
sample size being less than the loan pool sample size . 

52. (Previously Presented): The computerized method of claim 51 further comprising the step of 
displaying a current loan sample size and the target loan sample size. 

53. (Previously Presented): The computerized method of claim 51, wherein the loans are 
aggregated based on one or more underwriting categories. 

54. (Previously Presented): The computerized method of claim 53, wherein the underwriting 
categories include reject, conditional-reject, prime, and sub-prime categories. 
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55. (Previously Presented): The computerized method of claim 51, wherein the loans are 
aggregated based on one or more loan parameters associated with a risk profile of the loan pool. 

56. (Previously Presented): The computerized method of claim 55, wherein the loan parameters 
include one or more numeric field values associated with the loans. 

57. (Previously Presented): The computerized method of claim 56, wherein the numeric field 
values include current balance, loan-to-value, combined loan-to-value, debt-to-income ratio, and 
days delinquent. 

58. (Previously Presented): The computerized method of claim 55, wherein the loan parameters 
include one or more text field values associated with the loans. 

59. (Previously Presented): The computerized method of claim 58, wherein the text field values 
include property type, documentation type, origination channel, and product type. 

60. (Previously Presented): The computerized method of claim 51, wherein the loans are 
aggregated based on one or more high risk report categories. 

61. (Previously Presented): The computerized method of claim 60, wherein the high risk report 
categories include fraud results, high risk locations, portfolio concentrations, borrower 
concentrations, and zip code concentrations. 

62. (Currently Amended): The computerized method of claim 5 1 , wherein the risk festtits-resuU * 
groups include automated underwriting results, adverse selection query results, and high risk 
profile results. 
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63. (Currently Amended): The computerized method of claim 5 1 , wherein the step of selecting 
includes selecting an amount of loans from each risk result group t o fill the target loan sample 
size. 

64. (Previously Presented): The computerized method of claim 63, wherein the loans are 
selected randomly. 

65. (Previously Presented): The computerized method of claim 51, wherein the loans are 
randomly selected to fill the target loan sample size. . 

66. (Currently Amended): A computer program product including a computer readable storage 
medium having stored thereon computer executable instructions that are executed on a computer 
to direct the computer to perform a method comprising the steps of: 

designating a target loan sample size; 

aggregating loans in a loan pool into a plurality of risk festrits -result groups based on 
loan-level data associated with each of one or more loans in the loan poo K the loan pool having a 
loan pool sample size : and 

selecting an amount a pluralitv of loans from each of the plurality of risk festtte-resuk 

groups up to the designated target loan sample size , the designated target loan sample size being 
less than the loan pool sample size . 

67. (Previously Presented): The computer program product of claim 66 further comprising the 
step of displaying a current loan sample size and the target loan sample size. 

68. (Previously Presented): The computer program product of claim 66, wherein the loans are 
aggregated based on one or more underwriting categories. 
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69. (Previously Presented): The computer program product of claim 68, wherein the 
underwriting categories include reject, conditional-reject, prime, and sub-prime categories. 

70. (Previously Presented): The computer program product of claim 66, wherein the loans are 
aggregated based on one or more loan parameters associated with a risk profile of the loan pool. 

71 . (Previously Presented): The computer program product of claim 70, wherein the loan 
parameters include one or more numeric field values associated with the loans. 

72. (Previously Presented): The computer program product of claim 71 , wherein the numeric 
field values include current balance, loan-to-value, combined loan-to-value, debt-to-income ratio, 
and days delinquent. 

73. (Previously Presented): The computer program product of claim 70, wherein the loan 
parameters include one or more text field values associated with the loans. 

74. (Previously Presented): The computer program product of claim 73, wherein the text field 
values include property type, documentation type, origination channel, and product type. 

75. (Previously Presented): The computer program product of claim 66, wherein the loans are 
aggregated based on one or more high risk report categories. 

76. (Previously Presented): The computer program product of claim 75, wherein the high risk 
report categories include fraud results, high risk locations, portfolio concentrations, borrower 
concentrations, and zip code concentrations. 
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77. (Currently Amended): The computer program product of claim 66, wherein the risk r e sults 
result groups include automated underwriting results, adverse selection query results, and high 
risk profile results. 

78. (Currently Amended): The computer program product of claim 66, wherein the step of 
selecting includes selecting an amount of loans from each risk result group t o fill the target loan 
sample size. 

79. (Previously Presented): The computer program product of claim 78, wherein the loans are 
selected randomly. 

80. (Previously Presented): The computer program product of claim 66, wherein the loans are 
randomly selected to fill the target loan sample size. 

81. (Currently Amended): A system, comprising: 

one or more processors configur e d to e xeout e having a loan tracking module that stores 
loan-level data associated with each of a plurality of loans in a loan poo L the loan pool having a 
loan pool sample size : and 

one or more processors configur e d to e x e out ehaving a sample selection module that 
detects samples of high risk loans in the loan pool, the sample selection module including 

a first tool that aggregates the plurality of loans in the loan pool into a plurality of 
risk r e sults result groups based on the loan-level data, one or more underwriting categories, one 
or more loan parameters associated with a risk profile of the loan pool, and one or more high risk 
report categories, and 

a second tool that selects an amount of th e aplurality of loans from each of the 
plurality of risk r e sults to fill groups up to a designated target loan sample siz e, the designated 
target loan sample size being less than the loan pool sample size . 
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82. (Currently Amended): A computerized method, comprising the steps of: 

designating a target loan sample size; 

aggregating, via a processor, loans in a loan pool into a plurality of risk r e sults result 
groups based on loan-level data associated with each of one or more loans in the loan pool, one 
or more underwriting categories, one or more loan parameters associated with a risk profile of the 
loan pool, and one or more high risk report categorie s, the loan pool having a loan pool sample 
size : and 

selecting, via the processor, an amount a plurality of loans from each of the plurality of 
risk r e sults to fill r esult groups up to t he designated target loan sample siz e, the designated target 
loan sample size being less than the loan pool sample size . 

83. (Currently Amended): A computer program product including a computer readable storage 
medium having stored thereon computer executable instructions that are executed on a computer 
to direct the computer to perform a method comprising the steps of: 

designating a target loan sample size; 

aggregating loans in a loan pool into a plurality of risk fesirits -rcsult groups based on 
loan-level data associated with each of one or more loans in the loan pool, one or more 
underwriting categories, one or more loan parameters associated with a risk profile of the loan 
pool, and one or more high risk report categories , the loan pool having a loan pool sample size :
